Washington, July 17.—Unless tile 
unelected develops, congress prob­ 
ably will be asked before adjourn­ 
ment of the present session, to au­ 
thorize another gigantic loan to the 
Allies. 
The present authorization 
of 3 billion dollars will be exhausted 
within from three to four months at 
the rate at which the government is 
lending money to entente govern­ 
ments. 
Indications are that the 
amount of the second authorization 
will be no less than the first, and 
may go as high as 5 billion dollars. 
There is every reason to believe 
that the administration policy of fi­ 
nancing the allied government for 
purchases they make in this coun­ 
try will be 
continued 
throughout 
Hie war, and that the vast sums to 
be lent them in the future will be 
lent as in the past, at the same 
rate of interest the American gov­ 
ernment will have to pay for the 
money and on the security of en­ 
tente government bonds to be de­ 
posited in the treasury. 
While no official announcement 
has been made of what the govern­ 
ment intends to do toward continu­ 
ing to finance the Allies when the 
present authorized loan of 3 bil­ 
lion dollars is exhausted and none 
is likely to be made until after the 
flotation of the next Liberty loan 
some time in the fall, it is pointed 
out that nearly one-half of the 3 bil­ 
lion dollars already has been ex­ 
hausted. 
The amount of credits 
placed to foreign governments al­ 
ready is 1,303 million, or approxi­ 
mately 43 per cent of the total, and 
this covers the financing of only 
two months and twenty days. 
Total credits to the Allies prob­ 
ably will approximate 1,500 million 
dollars by July 25, three months af­ 
ter the signing of the war finance 
bill under which authority for the 
loan was given by congress. Should 
the loans iii the next three months 
be at the same rate as the last 
three, the entire 3 billion dollars 
will be exhausted by October 25. 
Without authority of congress the 
government can not exceed the 3 
billion limit named in the bill and 
the next session of congress will 
not convene until December. 
In the first three months the rate 
of lending has been approximately 
500 million dollars a month. 
Ex­ 
tended it would mean an annual 
loan of G billion dollars abroad, all 
the funds, of course, being spent in 
this country for foodstuffs, muni­ 
tions 
and 
other supplies. 
Esti­ 
mated costs to the American gov­ 
ernment for its military and naval 
establishments the first year of the 
war were placed at approximately 4 
billion dollars soon after the war 
was declared.

ger departments of the railroads 
of the fifteen states in the Central 
war department, including Illinois, 
Missouri, Kansas,

and Ne­ 
braska. Herbert C. Hoover, federal 
food commissioner, has submitted 
a number of recommendations for 
food conservation 
on dining cars. 
The railway managers have prac­ 
tically agreed to ratify any plans 
adopted at a conference between 
their 
dining 
car superintendents 
and Mr. Hoover. 
The seriousness of the coal sit­ 
uation makes 
imperative 
the ut­ 
most conservation of coal by the 
American railroads, and they will 
adopt a general plan as soon as 
possible for doing this through the
